~ SAVE MAN FROM 
LOSING REASON 


Clot of Blood Pressing on Brain 
Removed by City Hospital 
Surgeons. 


Thomas Williams of Festus, Mo., on 
the verge of insanity from an accident 
five years ago, when a descending rail-' 
road gate struck his head, hopes to be 
well as’ the result of an operation at 
the city hospital, in which a blood clot 
Was removed from his brain. 
Williams was admitted to the hospital 
‘two weeks ago. He was suffering from 
severe headaches, was irrational, and 
had an impediment in his speech. His 
memory Was defeo*'ve. 

Inquiry by the physicians brought out 
the fact of the accident years beforé, 
after which Williams had been treated 
only for a scalp wound. Pr. A. H. Sew- 
ing, the resident physician, after ob-, 
serving the man a week, concluded that 
this was responsible for his condition, 
and prepared him for an operation: 

A hole was bored in each sfde of the 
iman’s skull, near the temples, and a 
quantity of fluid was drawn off. 

The operation was performed last Fri- 
day, but ‘was not made public until 
Tuesday in order to give time to ob- 
serve its effect. Williams no longer 
suffers headaches, does not stanmer, 
and has recovered his memory. The 
physicians believe he will be completely 


cured.

Following an inquest, the Sheriff ar- 
rested George and Alma Weed, -Ken- 
neth Murphy and Harry Heath, who are 
charged with the killing. 

The prisoners were rushed to Valen- 
tine in automobiles to prevent any at- 
tempt of their friends to rescue them 
from the officers. The dead man and 
the boys under arrest are well known 
and the latter ae to prominent fam- 
ilies.

is on trial for his life here. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the bailiff 
edgéd his way through fashionably clad 
women, who stood hundreds deep around 
the courtroom doors, and behind him 
walked Henwood, who showed no signs 
of the recent alleged mental attack 
which it was thought would result in’ 
injury to his mind. Henwood walked 
with a brisk step, oblivious of the jost- 
ling of men and women who had gath- 
ered to catch a glimpse of him and 
Mrs Springer. ~ 

Throng Has to Stand. 

The throng outside the courtroom was 
Gisappointed, as Mrs. Springer was not 
notified to be at the trial this morning. 
When the ghairs outside the railing 
were filled and 200 wornen had crowded 
into the enclosure to stand up, the 
Court ordered the doors closed. All 
through the morning those who had 
elected to stand shifted from one foo 
to another, as the Court would not al- 
low the doors to be opened to let anyone 
out. 

Henwood was asked to plead to the 
charge of murder in the first degree for 
the killing of George E. Copeland. His 
attorneys immediately asked for a con- 
tinuance, setting up that their client 
is penniless, deserted by his friends, 
without means to further the collection 
of evidence netessary to his acquittal, 
and praying for time to interest friends 
to supply money for a complete defense. 

Continuance Refused. 

Judge Greeley W. Whitford refused to 
grant the continuance, ordering the trial 
to begin with the examination of the 
jurors. Before. the jurors were sum- 
moned lawyers representing Mrs. Spring- 
er offered certificates from plysicians 
setting forth that Mrs. Springer, being 
ill in bed, was nog in fit physical condi- 
tion to stand the ordeal of examination 
at this time, ancl asked that the trial be 
continued until she ‘might be able to at- 
tend. The Court refused to consider the 
certificates, stating that if Mrs. Spring- 
er could stand a trip from Colorado to 
Chicago and return a week after the 
double killing, she could stand to testify 
now. 

Attorneys were ordered to produce her 
in court when her testimony is required. 

Attorney John T. Bottom, represent- 
ing Henwood, stated in the courtroom 
this morning that Mrs. Springer would 
be prepared to testify that on the day 
before the shooting, von Phul, in her 
apartments, alone, told her in confi- 
dence that he was going to kill Hen- 
wood the next day unless she would 
consent to sever the friendly rejAtions 
she sustained with Henwood. She will 
testify alse, says Bottom, that von Phul 
at this time showed her a gun he 
had recently purchased and _ stated 
that that was the weapon he would 
kill his rival with. Bottom states Mrs. 
Springer is willing to testify to this. 
wevealing to this extent her relations 
with the two men in order to help 
toward saving Henwood’s life. 

District Attorney Elliott states that if 
Mrs. Springer testifies to this it will 
open. up the way to wring from her 
every detail of her association with 
Henwood- and von Phul.

LONDON, Sails 20.~That about coro- 
nation preparations which has delighted 
the populace most to date was the ats 
rival of the great visitors. 

No railroad train ever carried a more 
precious freight of royalties than did the 

continental coronation special which ar- 
rived at Victoria Station here last even- 
ing. Aboard -of it were the royal rep- 
resentatives accredited to Thursday’s 
great ceremonial by every ‘state In Eu- 
rope. Among them were seven Crown 
princes and Crown princesses. Throngs 
of Londoners welcomed them with cheers 
as they drove out of the station ‘in the 
royal landaus. 

‘They were received at Victoria on be- 
half of the King by the Duke of Con- 
naught. Other English royalties and the 
diplomatic representatives of all the 
‘states were present. The scene on the 
platform, as they were welcomed and in- 
troduced to each other, was a highly 
animated one, and was watched with 
much interest by the few who were 
privileged to witness the arrival of the 
train. 

' French or English Spoken. 

All the royal representatives spoke 
either Frencht or English, not excluding 
Prince Chaxrabongha of Sjam, who 
answered in admirable Anglo-Saxon the 
greeting in French extended him by the 
Duke of Connaught. 

But, though they all had a common 
tongue, and were formally introduced 
to one another—and were already well 
acquainted—it was noticeable that these 
royal personages were somewhat con- 
strained in their bearing and stood 
much upon their dignity.

_ All observed that Crown Prince Alex- 
ander of Servia, second.son and heir 
of King Peter, who occupies a blood- 
stained throne, was treated with 
marked aloofness by his fellow roy- 
alties. At one time he stood for sev- 
eral minutes on the platform, alone 
and neglected. He filled up the awk- 
ward pause by taking a keen inter- 
est in the elaborate decorations of the 
interior of the station. 


A Quiet Young Man. 
He is a quiet, reserved looking young 


fellow with none of the untamed savage 
in his eye or the abrupt, uncouth man- 
ners which disgraced his elder brother 
and led to his expulsion from the suc- 
cession to his father’s unstable throne.

HULK OF MAINE 
SHOWS EFFECT OF 
TWO EXPLOSIONS

HAVANA, June 20.—The’ sacle level in 
the cofferdam surrounding the wrecked 
battleship Maine has been lowered to 14 
feet below the harbor level. Every indi- 
eation tends to confirm the Post- 
Dispatch report of last Friday that 
there were two exflosions, one to 
port just forward of midships and the 
other in the extreme bow cto starboard. 

The position of the torn steel is silent, 
unmistakable evidence. 

All the spar deck from the stern to 
the forepart of the engine room super- 
structure on the port side is visible. The 
latter deck is badly bulged and appar- 
ently the side of tne ship under this, 
including the armor belt, was blown 
outward, which probably resulted from 
the explosion of the main after maga- 
zine. 

It has been impossible, so far, to iden- 
tify that portion of the keel which, ac- 
cording to the report of. the original 
board of survey, was raised many feet 
above its natural position and strongly 
indicative of an exterior explosion. 


Ne Reason for Haste. 

Brigadier-General Bixby, chief of the 
engineer corps, said today: 

“There is no reason for haste, It is 
probable the explorationg will continue 
in the interior of the hull below the 
mud level before we undertake to re- 
move the mud and reveal the exterior 
of the hull. In all probability many 
weeks will elapse before a full explora- 
tion is possible.” 

With the first discovery yesterday of 
some human fragments, the work of ex- 
ploring the hull for the primary purpose 
of recovering and giving honcrable bur- 
ial to the bodies of the Maine’s crew. 
was at last begun after many weary 
months of preliminary work. 

While workmen were clearing the 
spar deck, and the engine room su- 
perstructure in the vicinity of the after 
port side turret they found bones of a 
right foot, inclosed in the ragged rem- 
nant of a shoe and near by the bones 
of a forearm, the hand being missing 
Soon after this they came upon the 
bones of another forearm. All were 
blackened from fire and deeply sgsicea 
ed with a coral growth: ~ 

No hope of identification was ebtecel 
except that the’ shoes suggested the 
‘wearer probably was either an officer, 
a mess attendant or a member of the 
marine guard, the bluejackets In tropi- 
cal service habitually going barefoot. 

No Hope of Identification. 

Further exploration in that portion of 
the ship did not reveal anything which 
might assist in the identification, The

WANTS TO MAKE INQUIRY 


Lives of Two Men Endangered 
by Comptroller’s Special 
Investigator. 


Issuance of an information charg- 
ine War) J. Howes, secret’ serv- 
ice agent for Comptroller Taus- 
sig, with carrying concealed weap- 
ens, was prevented Tuesday morning 
by .a telephone message from Circuit 
Attorney Jones to Assistant Circuit At- 
forney Davis. Jones said he desired to 
tnake further inquiry into the charge, 
which fellowed the dropping and acci- 
éental discharge of Howes’ weapon in 
@ small witness room adjoining Judge 
Taylor’s courtroom, Monday afternoon. 
The accident endangered the lives of 
twe other persons. 

At the time when Davis received 
Jones' message Police Sergt. Smith, 
chief* witness against Howes, was in 
his office makifig a statement regarding 
the case. Davis was abolit to issue the 
information. 


Joues to aestiatuieaien: 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
the Circuit Attorney about the case he 
said that he did not think Howes was 
earrying a concealed weapon with mali- 
cious intent, the offense prohibited by 
a State statute, and that no action 
would be taken until a thorough investi- 
gation could be made. - 

Before he was employed by Taussig, 
Howes was a private detective and was 
engaged to shadow Mrs. Helen Abeles, 
who was separated from her husband. 
His deposition had been taken in their 
separate maiptenance suit, to show that 
he watched her ihenie (eacmeatead boarding 
house.

OUTLINES PLAN 10 
BUCK SUGAR TRUST 


Son Tells Congressional Commit- 
tee He Is Foe of Concern 
Father Built. 





By Asscciated.Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—With -all 
the frankness of youth, Horace Have- 
meyer, the 26-year-old son of the late 
sugar: king, H. \O. Hiavemeyer, today 
told the House Sugar Trust Investigat- 
ing Committee of his plans to fight the 
so-called trust his father had built -up. 
Incidentally young Havemeyer defend- 
ed every action of his father and scored’ 
those who today would condemn him. 

In brief, the plan of Havemeyer is to 
procure from the c6urts ‘the right to 
vote the $10,000,000 worth of common 
stock in the National Sugar Refining 
Co., now in the name of James H. 
Post, buy emough of the preferred stock 
of that company to make a majority 
interest and then manage the company 
the American Sugar 
Refining Co. 

Wants to Make Career. 

“IT want to make a career for myself,” 
declared the young millionaire. “I have 
no interest in the American company 
and no sympathy with uioee who are 
running it now.”’ 

Then he went over many matters in 
the record of his: father, defending his 
action always and now and then ex- 


| prenned his idea that a combination of 
commercial concerns were a good thing 
‘and that the industrial advancement of 
the United States was due to trusts. 

Havemeyer deciared it as his belief 
that his father acted from philanthropic 
i motives in organizing the first esis 
combination in 1887. 

“He told my aunt,” he said, “thet 
the companies would either go ‘busted’ 
or be taken into a combination.” 

The reason his father sold his hold- 
ings in the American Sugar Refining 
Co. when he was president, the son 
sald, was because he did not want any- 
one to say he was managing the Amer- 
ican for his -personal benefit. Young 
Haveweyet said his mother told him 
this was his father’s idea. 

Critics Anger Father. 

“About the only person father talked 
affairs with was my mother or my aunt.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Senator 
Warren of Wyoming, who has been a 
widower sincé 1902, today announced 
that he was soon to marry Miss Clara 
Le Baron Morgan. 

Miss Morgan is the daughter of Mrs. 
John Sands Morgan of New York and 
this city. Her father was the late’ John 
S. Morgan of Groton, Conn. She is 
about 35 years o'd and wéll known in 
Washington, society. In recent. years 
she has spent her winters here with 
her uncle, former Associate Justice 
Brown of the Supreme Court. 

Senator Francis Emory Warren is 
about 67. He is tenth in point of senior- 
ity in the Senate, in which he is serving 
hig sixteenth year. He has been called 
“the father of irrigation’’ and «the 
“greatest shepgerd since Abraham.” 

Had Biggest Western Herd. 

His daughter is the'.wife of Briga- 
dier-General John J. Pershing, now in 
the Philippines. His son Frederick has 
charge of the Senator's great ranch. 

The Senator is a Massachusetts man 
by birth and served in the Forty-ninth 
Massachusetts Volunteers. “He went 
Wesj in 1888 with a construction gang 
on the Union Pacific Railroad.and then 
settled in Wyoming when Wyoming 
was all Indians and opportunities. He 
took to stock and sheep raising, and his 
herd, which numbered mofe than 100,000 
head, was the biggest in the West. 

He’s a Handsome Man, 

He was twice Territorial Governor of 
Wyoming,and its first State Governor, 
twice president of the State Senate and 
Mayor of Cheyenne, which he helped-to 
foynd and near which his ranch lies. In 
Washington he is chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs and is 4 
memberg of the Committee on Agricul- 
ture, Appropriations, Public Buildings 
and ‘Public Expenditures. 

He is the political boss of Wyoming, 
a great friend of Col. Roosevelt, is fond 
of books and fine horses and is one of 
the handsomest men in the Northwest. 


~ AMERICAN ART 


Metropolitan Museum, New 
York, Now Total $250,000. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 2.—George A. 
Hearn, the merchant, who jis a director 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
gave to that institution today a furtlger 
sum. of $100,000 for the “encouragement of 
painting in the United States. The 
latest gift is in memory of Hearn’s son, 
the late Arthur Poppock Hearn, and 
accompanying the donation are five 
paintings from the Hearn private col- 

lection. 

Under the terms of the $100,000 gift, 
which have been actepted with thanks 
by the trustees, the interest only is to 
‘be used, and it is to be devoted, to buy- 
fing the works of American artists now 
living or who may be born. Artists 
of foreign birth are eligible, “provided 
they have become American citizens. 

Hearn has now given $250,000 to the 
museum for the encouragement of Amer- 
ican painters. :

SAVING HIS WIE 


Tennessee Senator Is Gaining 
Strength After Yielding to 
Transfusion of Blood. 





HER CONDITION CRITICAL 


Guests at Taft Silver ‘Wedding 
Hear Reports of Condition 
of Popular Couple.

By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—Mrs. Luke 


Lea, who, when on the verge of death 
Sunday, was revived by thé transfusion 
of a quart of blood drawn from the 
veins of her husband, Senator Luke Lea 
of Tennessee, is somewhat stronger to- 
day. Her condition 1s still critical, 
though the physicians hope to save her 
life. Senator Lea is weak from his or- 
deal, but will be able to leave the hos- 
pital in a few days. . 

Considering the short time they have 
been in Washington, the Leas are favor- 
ites in the official set, and at the gar- 
den party of President Taft last night 
there were many inquiries as to their 
ecndition, and general satisfaction was’ 
expressed when the progress of the case 
was learned. 


Ill for a Long Time. 
Mrs. Lea, who is several years young- 


er than her distinguished husband—him- 
self only 382—had béen ill for a long 
time. She jhad to un@fergo an operation 
last Saturday. For a time she rallied, 
but Sunday suffered a serious relapse. 
The physicians began arrangements for 
obtaining blood from several] healthy 
persons of the hospital staff, but when 
Senator Lea discovered the nature of 
the treatment that alone could give life 
to his wife he insisted that the fluid 
should be drawn from his own veins. 

Among the physicians the question 
arose as to whether the Senator's blood 
would be fusible with that of the pa- 
tient. In such cases not everybody can 
supply @ patient of a particular ailment 
and constitution. 

Condition Becomes Alarming. 

The young Senator was constantly at 
his wife’s bedside and awaited with 
an impatience hard to control the word 
from the chemists to say whether he 
could make the sacrifice for his wife 
with beneficial results to her. And as 
Re mat there her condition became more 
and more alarming. Her face became 
whiter, her breathing weaker and. .weak- 
er. He turned to the surgeons, Drs, H. 
S. Frey and George Tulley Vaughn, and 
demanded that the transfusion should 
be made at once, without waiting for 
the chemists’ report on the sample of his 
blood already given them. And the 


surgeons themselves, seriously alarmed, | 


decided not to delay another instant. 

The young Senator had been standing 
for 15 minutes with his shirt sleeves 
rolled up to the elbow of his sturdy arm 
and at a word from the doctors he took 
a position beside his wife. A slender 
glass tube was inserted into an artery 
in his arm and the other end passed 
into an incision made in the arm of his 
wife. ° 


Takes Nearly 90 Minutes. 

For nearly an hour and a half the op- 
eration of the transfusion of the life 
elixir from the Senator’s body to that 
of his wife continued. And the effect 
was little short of.magical on the wom- 
an. Within a little while there came 
a touch of color in her cheeks and the 
alarming white began to disappear, 
while the countenance of the husband 
grew whiter and whiter and after a 
while his breathing became labored. 
Several times the doctors would have 
stopped the flow of his blood, but he 
insisted that he should be permitted 
to make the transfusion the utmost 
quantity that nature could possibly al- 
low. 

After the glass tube had been removed 
and the flow of blood stopped, the Sen- 
ator suddenly fell fainting to the floor. 
He was soon revived and plac in the 
next chamber to that of his wife. He 
insisted on being awakened from time 
to time to hear the reports from her 
bedside and was greatly cheered by the 
news that came of her steady improve- 
ment.

POCATELLO, Idaho, June 20.—William 
R. Kidd, railroad conductor, dead; Sam- 
uél Melton, Deputy Sheriff, seriously 
wounded; Edward McGill, ranchman, 
wounded; Reuben Scott, watchman, 
three fingers shot away; Robert Oley, 
constable, wounded. 

Those are the known victims of an out- 
law as pitiless and desperate as ever de- 
fied the forces of law in the Northwest. 
Added to the identified sufferers, there 
may be others whose fate has yet to 
be learned. It is rumored that the ban- 
dit has killed his: former partner in 
crime and there is an unconfirmed re- 
port from Blackfoot, Idaho, that within 
a few hours he shot and killed a boy to 
get the horse the lad was riding. 
Hugh Whitney is the name under 
which the desperado is known to the 
officers. His trail extends half way 
across Eastern Idaho. 

A whole region has been terrorized by 
this act. Posses are out all over fle

Bloodhounds have taken up the ban- 
dit’s trail at times, but a-more formida- 
ble pursuit is that begun yesterday by a 
band of Blackfoot Indians, who unite 
with the Instinct of the hounds the sa- 
gacity of the scout. 

Whitney is the “short man” ef the 
attempted saloon holdup at Monida, 
Mont., on Friday. He shot the officer 
who had him in custody and fatally 
wounded the Oregon Short Line con- 
ductor who assisted the officer, 
McGill was shot because of the horse 
the bandit stole from him; Scott because 
he was guarding a bridge, and Oley be- 
cause he was a member of a pursuing 
posse. 

At 8 o’clock last night the fugitive 
was believed to be somewhere between 
Idaho Falls and Blackfoot.

, THE LOGIC OF SUCCESS. 

When Illinois voted to invest $20,000,000 in the 
deepwater connection between Lake Michigan and 
the Mississippi the people voted intelligently to 
invest the money for the profit of the State. It 
was seen that even if the deep-water channel were 
not carried from St. Louis to the Gulf the connec- 
tion between Lake Michigan and the Mississippi 
through Illinois would be worth many times its 
cost to the State. 

It was also foreseen that as an incident of open- 
ing the deep-water channel energy for industrial 
uses would be developed, with horsepower calcu- 
lated in advance as sufficient to repay the State 
for the cost of the work and give it permanent 
revenue from the investment. This was calcu- 
lated as part of the plans, with the logic of suc- 
cess manifest {in them from the beginning. As 
the records of Illinois show this, they answer the 
preposterous charge, now made from Washington, 
that the State, after having voted for a deep wa- 
terway, is changing its plans with a view to filch- 
ing enough water from lakes owned by the United 
States and Canada to create revenues for itself, 
with no real intention of accomplishing deep 
water navigation between Lake Michigan and the 
Misstssippi. 

The right answer from Illinois will be conclu- 
sive. It is to go on with the work, as it has been 
calculated, ordered by the people and planned for 
success. The attack from Washington is inspired 
by traffic monopoly, reinforcing the obstruction 
of the Illinois conspiracy which attempts to pre- 
vent the work unless those who make larceny a 
profession can monopolize the industrial horse- 
power which the State will create in creating the 








deep water channel. As there has been no greater 


work inaugurated in the United States, there has 
been nothing more criminal in American politics 
than the methods of the conspiracy against it.

These shops make all kinds of tools and 
engines, and iron work for building, 
architectural and structural, and they have 
put St. Louis into the markets of the world, 
exporting to China and Japan, Mexico and 
South America, 

These factories employ 7000 ecatinialk

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; Postal Economy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is announced that the United States Govern- 
ment is planning to reduce the drop letter rate 
from 2 cents to 1 cent, because the Postoffice 
statement shows a large surplus and the Presi- 
dent points to the Postmaster-General with pride. 
Now this sounds very well to the casual observer 
who looks no deeper than the surface. But facts 
speak for themselves. Under the present system 
of management the Postoffice Department dis- 
sipates vast sums in awarding contracts to the 
railroads, and there has been an enormous de- 
ficit every year for many years because of this, 
and this system is to continue. Again, the 
present surplus is only the result of crowding 
the employes to the limit of endurance—overtime 
without extra compensation, and refusing to fill 
vacancies as they occurred and forcing those who 
still remained to do the work. The railroads 
were formerly fined for delayed trains, but the 
Postmaster-General has abolished this fining 
system. 

To benefit the greatest number the administra- 
tion should see that all employes are well paid 
and not overworked and force the railroads to 
carry the mails at the present fate that tne 
roads charge the express _campanies for the same 
class of service.

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THE MONEY MONOPOLY. 
From the New York. Worid. 

Our neighbor, the Times confesses 
its inability. tb understand what Gov. 
Woodrow .Wilson means by “the money 
monopoly.’" “If he means ‘a monopoly 
of the various forms of currency,” says 
the Times, “‘where does it exist, how is 
it acquired, how is it exerted and what 
are the evils attending it?’’ 

The same day the Times ingenuously 
asked Gov. 
“the méney monopoly,” the newspapers 
announced that Mr. Morgan’s Bankers’ 
Trust Co. had bought from Mr. Mor- 
gan’s Equitable Life Assurance Society 
its holdings in the Mercantile Trust Co., 
and that by this transfer the aggregate 
assets of the banks dominated by. J. P. 
Morgan & Co. @xceeded $1,000,000,000. 
This $1,000,000,000 is not Mr. Morgan’s 
money, but it is in the hands of the 
Morgan interests, which say who can 
borrow it and who cannot borrow it, 
how it shall be used and how it shali 
not be used. 

When Mr. Morgan took over the 
Equitable from Thomas F. Ryan he 
paid more than $2,500,000 for stock that 
can legitimately earn only $3514 a year, 
but what he really bought was control 
over the Equitable’s $400,000,000 of assets 
and $80,000,000 of surplus. After this 
control was acquired the statement was 
made in one of the financial newspapers 
that no man could borrow $1,000,000 
in New York, whatever the security, if 
Mr. Morgan objected to his having it. 

This “money monopoly” controls more 
than money and, credit. It controls’ oil 
and steel and railroads and all manner 


of corporations by means of interlock-. 


ing directorates and a well-defined corm- 
munity of ifiterest. Its political activ- 
ities are as far-reaching as its finan- 
cial activities, working through railroad 
lawyers, corporation 
bankers and political bosses. 

Gow. Wilson, we think, could tell the 
Times a great deal about this money 
monopoly if it is really ignorant. Uniess 
common report is mistaken, the Gov- 
ernor is already on the monopoly’s 
blacklist, and it has decided that he 
would not be a proper candidaté for 
President of the United States.

|America Will Have No 
Walkover This Year in 
International Contests! 





Yankee University Men Have the Best Figures, 
but English Records Do Not Indicate 
Britons’ Real Strength. ,

NEW YORK, June 20.—Athletes front 
Harvard and Yale universities will 
gather in this city Saturday to sail for 
London, where they will meet the pick 
of the men of Cambridge and Oxford 
universities in an international track 
meet Tuesday, July 11. Preliminary’ 
competitions will be held both at Cam- 
bridge and New Haven in an endeavor 
to select the American flag bearers, but 
the make up of both teams has been 
practicaliy settled. 

There will be nine events at the in- 
ternational and possibly ten. The events 
assured are the 100-yard dash, quarter 
and half-mile runs, 12-yard hurdles 
on the .grass, high jump, broad jump 
and hammer throw. 

It ig planned to have about 2 Ameri- 
can athletes go to England. The com- 
plete party, including the managers 
and trainers, shdiiid number about 28. 
The team will be about evenly divided 
between Harvard and Yale. 

The Crimson, because of the break- 
down of Capt. Reggie Foster, will have 
no representative in the dashes. Reilly 
and Thatcher, both of Yale, have made 
the century in 10s. flat this ‘spring. 
Kelley of Harvard ‘looks the most 
promising man in the 440, having gone 
over the distance in 60s flat, while 
Jacques in the half mile and pos- 
sibly the mile, with Withington, the 
newly elected Harvari track captain, 
for the longer distance, whatever it 
may be, are the strongest men the 
Americans will have. Jacques has 
scratched gravel in the half this stason 
close to lm. 56s., while he has done. the 
mileain 4m. 23 3-5bs. Withington holds the 
Harvard record for the two-mile, his 
time being 9m. 383-5s. -He has made 
better time than this, however, in the 
intercollegiate in the record-bréaking 
race captured by Berne of Cornell. 


Colored Athlete Fails. 
Harvard has no exceptionally good 
broad jumpers but will send Barker for 
the high jump and possibly Dennis. If 
freshmen were allowed to compete HoW®- 
ard would get the honor of taking the 
trip to England as Harvard's repre- 
sentative in the hammer throw.

Millan of Cambridge and Lange of Oxford, 
both of whom have done 10 seconds fiat. 
MacMillan is also a quarter-miler and won 
for Cambridge af the Cambridge-London 
A. C. games in 60 2-5 Perry of Oxford 
has a mark of 61 4-5s."and Black of Cam- 
bridge has run this year a fifth of a sec- 
ond faster than that.
